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Want  to  make  your  laundry  scap  go  further' 

Then  don't  use  soap  to  try  to  soften  hard  water.     Instead. .  .use  a 
product  that's  designed  primarily  to  soften  water.     That's  the  advice  of 
research  scientists  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

There  are  many  chemical  water  softeners  on  the  market.    Ordinary  sal 
soda  is  a  good  one. 

A  study  made  at  the  Virginia  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  recently 
shows  that  the  cost  of  using  soap  to  soften  hard  water  may  run  more  than  six 
cents  to  the  tubful  of  water.     That's  where  a  pure  soap  designed  for  washing 
fine  fabrics  is  used. 

Even  when  a  less  expensive  laundry  soap  is  used... the  lowest  cost  cf 
softening  water  with  scap  runs  about  one  cent  a  tubful. 

On  the  other  hand ....  findings  at  the  Virginia  Station  show  that  it 
costs  only  about  a  fifth  of  a  cent  to  soften  a  tubful  of  hard  water  with  sal 
soda . 

When  you  buy  soap... you  want  a  product  that  will  do  a  thorough  job  of 
cleaning.     That's  what  soap  is  made  for.    And  since  soap  is  not  necessarily 
designed  to  soften  water. ..it's  expensive  when  you  use  it  for  that  purpose. 

And  the  scientists  say  you  can  save  fully  one-half  of  the  laundry 

soap  if  you  use  softened  water. 
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
